Before the end of this month pas­ 
sengers may travel from St. Louis to 
Chicago by trolley car, according to a 
statement made yesterday by General 
Manager R. D. Smith, of the Illinois 
Traction company, says today’s St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Only 
three 
miles of the route remain to be equip­ 
ped with poles and trolley wire, in 
order to complete the line. 
A freight 
train of the Terminal Railroad asso­ 
ciation was running yesterday through 
Granite City on the rails of the new 
trolley line, delivering materials to 
complete the road. 
For the present St. T^uis passen­ 
gers will be handled for the trolley 
line, to and from Granite City, by the 
Terminal intercity service. 
It is said^ 
that in a short time the trolley sys­ 
tem will have a ferry connection with 
St. Louis and a station and freight 
yards near Bremen avenue. 
From Granite City to Springfield. 
111., the new line is nearly parallel to 
the Chicago & Alton road. 
A sched­ 
ule for the trolley line of three hours 
from Granite City to Springfield Is an­ 
nounced, which is about 
the time 
made by the fast trains between these 
points, and somewhat faster than the 
local trains. 
The equipment for the 
new line is strictly first-class. 
The 
ca rs are 60 feet long, of 
standard 
gauge. 
Congressman William B. McKinley, 
of Champaign. III., who is president of 
the Illinois Traction company, is cred­ 
ited with promoting a plan whereby 
traction 
companies 
connecting 
St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York city 
may be brought into one system. 
The route of the new road is from 
Granite City to Springfield, to Bloom­ 
ington. and thence on 
to Chicago.

Blue Light Produces Sleep. 


The fact that colored rays may be 
used as an anaesthetic is the interest­ 
ing announcement of Prof. C. Redard, 
of 
Geneva, 
Switzerland. 
Frank C. 
Perkins, who tells of the discovery in 
an article , “ Blue Electric Lights as 
na Anaesthetic,” in 
the 
February 
Technical World Magazine, says; 
“ The apparatus employed is simple, 
consisting of an electric incandescent 
lamp, with a blue globe and a reflec­ 
tor, together with a blue veil used 
for covering the face of the patient 
and excluding all traces of sunlight 
W'hile the rays are doing their work. 
“ Doctor Redard claims that after 
the patient has attentively fixed his 
eyes on the blue rays for two or three 
minutes he will become unconscious, 
after which a small surgical opera­ 
tion—such, for example, as the re­ 
moval of a tooth—can he performed 
without causing the patient the slight­ 
est pain. 
“ The awakening from the effects 
of the rays is quite gradual, and no 
dangerous or even unpleasant symp- 
toms are noticed.”

The last report of the librarian of 
con gress shows the n umber of books 
In the 
con gression al 
library to be 
1,200,000, say s the 
New York Sun . 
The In crease in their n umber Is so 
rapid that it Is expected that in the 
course of time the con gression al libra­ 
ry will be the largest In the world. 
Before the 
exten sion 
of the con ­ 
gression al library to its presen t di­ 
men sion s the Paris n ation al library , 
with 2,000,000 books, stood first. 
The 
library of the British museum an d the 
St. Petersburg imperial library fol­ 
lowed, with 1,000,000 each. 
Berlin , Dresden , Mun ich an d Copen ­ 
hagen had large libraries at that time, 
an d there were 350,000 books in the 
library of the Vatican in Rome, an d 
300,000 in the Bodleian library at Ox­ 
ford. 
The Washin gton library follow­ 
ed with 230,000 books, an d the Astor 
library , in this city , had 150,000. 
The Paris library has n ow 2,500,000 
books, the library of the British muse­ 
um has 2,000,000, the Imperial library 
in St. Petersburg 1,500,000 an d the li­ 
brary of con gress 1,300,000.
